He 
began as a cottage parent 
at Franklin Village, moved 
onas a caseworker and has 
since been promoted to 
supervisor of the Eastside 
unit. 

With offices at 1393 E. 
Broad St., Mullins super- 
vises a staff of nine people 
who provide casework ser- 
vices-to the Near East Side 
(north of Broad) of Colum- 
bus. Each worker handles 
an average of 25 cases per 
month. 

Neglect, dependency, | 
abuse, school problems 
and behavioral problems 
are some of the reasons 
why -Mullins’ workers get 
involved with families. Mul- 

‘lins said, “I’m proud to say 
that over 80 percent of the 
families we work with are 
responsive and able to 


‘keep their children in their 


own homes or with rela- 
tives.” : 

In order to, accomplish 
that goal, all families 
receive counseling from 
their caseworker. Support 
services are also utilized 
from resources such as 
Children’s Mental Health, 
Welfare Department, hos- 
pitals and. clinics. 

According to Mullins, the 
challenging part of his job 
is training staff in many dif- 


’ ferent areas. “To move into 


each family and become a 
part of it takes a lot of skill,” : 
said Mullins. “Our case- 
workers are not limited to 
one kind of problem. A 
caseworker may have to 
deal witha drug problem in 
the morning and school 
truancy in the afternoon of 
the same day.” ; 
Mullins sees many prob- 
lems in the community. 
Yet, there is one problem 
he is seeing more and more 
frequently. “Young moth- 
ers who have more children 
than their finances and 
resources can provide for. 
present a difficult and frus-

May Not Be Deciding 


Factor For Blacks

Carter, causes some politi- 
cal observers to believe 
that blacks will not vote in 
the massive numbers that 
they did in 1976. ‘ 

Whether this belief is 
accurate will not be known 
until after the Nov. 4 elec- 

tion. However, with few 
exceptions Carter has 
received the endorsements 
and support of black organ- 
izations and civil rights 
| activists who traditionally 
have influenced a consid- 
erablesegment of the black 
population. 

But whether blacks were 
persuaded to cast ballots 
for either candidates in the 
debate at Cleveland can 
only be speculated on. 

Carter defended his 
record over"the past 3 1/2 
years and attacked Rea- 
gan's positions on key 


issues such as foreign pole — 


icy, tax cuts, energy and 
Social Security. Reagan 
defended his record as 
governor of California and 
attacked Carter's handling 
of the national economy 
and the consequences of 
his foreign policy. 

The few references 
directly related tothe 
pressing concerns of 
blacks had both candidates 


attirming commitments to 
creating more jobs for all 
Americans and ending the 
permanent underclass 
now developed in urban 
areas. 

Carter made a point to 
“mention that he had 
appointed more blacks 
than any previous presi- 
dent. Reagan said allowing 
the private sector oppor 
tunities to receive tax 
breaks in inner city areas 
would decrease the high 
unemployment among 
blacks. 

Because neither presi- 
dential candidate revealed 
specifics of their proposed 
solutions to high unem- 
ployment that for blacks is 
double that of whites in 
many cities, a.decision by 
blacks whether to vote for 
either candidate may rey 
more on faith than any 
concrete facts. 

Polls indicate that with a 
small black voter turnout, it 
is conceivable that Rea- 
gan's chances of winning 
the election are increased. 
In previous presidential 
elections, blacks-have-been- 
the deciding factor when 
the white population is 
split about even and blacks 
vote in massive numbers 
for the Demoeratic.candi- 
date.
